SENTENCED IN SHANGHAI. 


American .Embezzier, After Escaping 
Oriental Officers, Returns to Take 
Punishment. 

| (BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 14.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Pursued through the 
Orient until he found refuge in Singa- 
pore, from which it was impossible, to 
extradite him, F. T. Faulkner, an at- 
taché of the United States Legation at 
Peking, charged with having em- 
bezzied $2000 of government funds, re- 
turned voluntarily to Shanghai, where 
he was arrested, tried and convicted. 

Faulkner, who is 28, arrived here 
today on the liner Korea in the cus- 
tody of J. I. Viney, deputy consul 
general at Shanghal, ‘and will be taken 
to the Federal prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., to serve five years. 

The prisoner is a well educated — 
a graduate of an eastern college and 
went from Kentucky to the Orient, 
where he occupied the position of 
clerk at the Peking Legation. 

He cashed a draft for $5000 (Mextcan) 
which was for the payment for cables 
and, announcing his intention of going 
on a hunting trip, Jeft with the funds. 
| His presence was desired shortly after 
‘he departed and a telegram was sent 
for him to return. Instead, he had 
sailed for Singapore. His accounts 
were examined, and as soon as the joss 
was discovered, the fugitive was traced 
and arrested: but as there is no ex- 
tradition treaty between China and 
the Malay States, he was released.

TRACK MUST COME OUT, 


Supreme Court Decides Against South. 
ern Pacific on Line Leading to 
the Local Shops. 


The Southern Pacific Company will 
have to remove its third track on Al- 


hambra avenue, which forms its main 


line to its railway shops, according 
to a decision handed down yesterday 


by the Supreme Court in San Fran- 


cisco, which reversed the judgment of 


Judge Trask nearly five years ago in 
the Superior Court, under which the 
company has been using the whole 
street to the exclusion of all other 
traffic. The opinion was written by 
Justice Angeliotti and concurred in by 
Justices Shaw, Lorigan, Melvin and 
Chief Justice Beatty. 

In 1873 the City Council granted te 
the company the privilege of running 
a track along Alhambra avente, then 
known as Mission street. One track 
was constructed, which was followed 
a few years later by another, After a 
lapse of a few more years a third 
track was constructed, which com- 
pletely occupied the street.

EAL STATES’ RIGHTS. 


* Some years ago the Congress of the United 


States set apart for the benefit of the State of 
Washington, probably for the school fund, certain 
public lands in that commonwealth. The same was 
done for the State of Idaho. It is a policy the 
Federal rnment has pursued for time out of 
mind. gifts of lands to California for educa- 
tional purposes have been very valuable and ex- 
ceedingly helpful to us in the past fifty years. 
Washington and Idaho, California and other States 
in the Far West got nothing from the Federal 
government any more than many of the Eastern 
States had been getting before the West was 
known. It was only treating the new States in a 


old States before them. a 
Then came the era of conservation, which, 

the way, is an excellent policy, initia for high 
purposes and capable of being made exceedingly 
serviceable, not only to the present generation, but 
to the future. The policy was, in a way, necessary 
to protect the public domain with all its varied 
undeveloped wealth, the property of the whole 
people of the United States, from fraudulent ac-

| quisition on the part of a few. 


The conservation service fell into the hands of 
exceedingly zealous partisans, and that was right. 
No man can be too zealous in performing his pvblic 
duties. Would that all men were zealous to the 
extent of their ability. . 
But there is a way of being properly zealous and 
a way of being improperly zealous. Those into 
whose hands the conservation of the public domain 
was placed withdrew many of these lands in the 
new States which had been given by Congress to 
the States for the purpose indicated. It was a tem- 
porary withdrawal in order to protect other parts 
of the public domain from improper exploitation, 
and so far as we have gone yet there is nothing but 
commendation for those engaged in the work. 

But a year passed and another came, and they 
rolled around one after another, and these lands 
given by Congress to these States, withdrawn by 
the conservation service from settlement and from 
control by the States, were kept withdrawn and the
